By JOSEPH L. MYLER 
OFF BIKINI ATOLL, Saturday, 
July 27 (UP)—V. Adm. W. H. P. 
Blandy, commander of Joint Task 
nuclear radiation during an in- 
spection tour of Bikini lagoon that 


showed one battleship listing 
sharply and another settling slow- 
ly, it was disclosed today. 

During an hour-long visit to 
the scene of the underwater 
atomic bomb explosion, Blandy 
absorbed five per cent more 
gamma radiation than the safety 
limit decreed for a 24-hour period 
by the directors of Operation 
Crossroads. 

Col, Stafford L. Warren, radio- 
logical safety chief, said that a 
few minutes in the same area the 
day before would have made 
Blandy and members of his party 
mortally ill. 

Blandy's inspection showed the 
37,200-ton Japanese battleship Na- 
gato listing heavily to starboard 
and the 33,100-ton battleship 
Pennsylvania settling slowly at 
the stern, 

Dr. Ralph A. Sawyer, technical 
director of Joint Task Force One, 
believed the Nagato may sink in 
24 to 48 hours. 

Revision of Results. 

As a result of Blandy's tour of 
the lagoon, the list of vessels 
sunk, possibly sunk or damaged 
was reduced from 15 to 14. Blandy 
found the LCT (landing craft 
tank) 816, which previously had 
been reported sunk, floating out 
of position against another vessel. 

The battleship New York, which 
had been reported badly damaged, 
sek is listed as possibly dam- 
‘The fate of the five submarines, 
Pilotfish, Apogon, Skipjack, Sea 
Raven and Dentuda, was changed 
from “probably” to “possibly” 
sunk. The buoys to which they 
were attached while submerged 
were all in place and Blandy 
thought they might still be in 
position. , 

Otherwise the results stood: 

Sunk: Battleship Arkansas, air- 
craft carrier Saratoga, cement 
yard oiler 160, one LCT and the 
LSM (landing ship medium) 60, 
from which the bomb was sus- 
pended for the below water blast. 

Damaged: Battleships Pennsyl- 
vania and -Nagato, destroyer 
Hughes and attack transport Fal- 
on. ö

The “blasphemous” Alfred 
Rosenberg wrote “dreary treat- 
ises;“ their “woolly philosophy 
added boredom to the long list of 
Nazi atrocities.” 

Characterization of Goering. 

Herman Goering was “half mili- 
tarist and half gangster,” with “a 
pudgy finger in every pie.” 

Hjalmar Schacht was “the fa- 
cade of starched respectability.” 

An old-school diplomat, Freiherr 
Constantin von Neurath, “cast the 
pearls of his experience before 
Nazis.” 

As president of the Reichsbank, 

Valther Funk aé¢cepted S. S. de- 
posits of gold teeth fillings rifled 
from concentration camp victims. 
This was declared to have been 
“probably the most ghoulish col- 
lateral in the history of finance.” 

Jackson did not hesitate to em- 
ploy alliteration’s artful aid. 
Streicher was that “venomous 
vulgarian.” Goering's testimony 
was “a strange mixture of wind 
and wisdom.” The diplomacy of 
Joachim von Ribbentrop was a 
combination of “bait and bluff.” 
Adolf Hitler was “a mad mes- 
siah” and the trial’s evidence 
forms “a mad and melancholy 
record.” 

Terse and Pungent. 

Many of Jackson's utterances 
were terse. and pungent to an 
epigrammatic degree. He pointed 
out that the defendants after de- 
stroying free government in Ger- 
Many now beg to be excused from 
responsibility because they became 
Hitler’s slaves. The speaker was 
reminded of the boy in the story 
“who murdered his father and 
mother and then pleaded for leni- 
ency because he was an orphan.” 

Derision was poured on the 
defense strategy of shifting all the 
blame on men who are dead or 
missing—specifically Hitler, Hein- 
rich Himmler, Reinhardt Heydrich, 
Paul Joseph Goebbels and Martin 
Bormann. 70 

One is tempted, Jackson scoffed, 
“to ponder on the wonderous 
workings of a fate which left only 
the guilty dead and only the inno- 
cent alive. It is almost too re- 
markable.” 

Question of Conspiracy. 

Replying to the argument that 
no conspiracy existed, Jackson 
said: “It contradicts experience 
that men of such diverse back-

BOY DIES, 22 ILL 
OF TYPHOID CAUGHT 
AT WEDDING PARTY 


DETROIT, July 26 (AP) —An 11- 
year-old boy died and 22 other per- 
sons are ill with typhoid fever 
which started at a wedding recep- 
tion in suburban Highland Park 
June 24, health officials disclosed 
today. 

Dr. Charles J. Barone, director 
of the Highland Park Health De- 
partment, said the carrier of the 
disease was “almost certainly” a 
woman who helped prepare food 
for the 210 guests. 

All 210 persons who came in con- 
tact with the suspected carrier 
had to be traced and examined, 
Dr. Barone said. The search 
spread to Minnesota, Detroit, Trav- 
erse City and Dearborn, Mich., as 
well as Highland Park. : 

William Goltry of suburban Al- 
len Park died of the disease last 
Saturday at a hospital after being 
stricken at a summer camp, Dr. 
Barone said. The boy's father is 
receiving treatment at the same 
hospital. N 

The bride and groom, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Kine, did not contract 
the disease. 

Dr. Barone said ingredients of a 
chicken salad had been handled 
by the suspected carrier after they 
were cooked. There were typhoid 
outbreaks after the same elderly 
woman handled food in 1936 and 
again a year ago, he said. Car- 
riers can disseminate the germs of 
the disease and be immune to it 
themselves,

Despite the relief provided for 
tenants, the new price control 
setup evoked no enthusiasm here 
in view of the uncertainty of re- 
ductions in prices of meats, dairy 
products and other necessities. De- 
nouncing as bill as “virtually no 
price control at all,” the CIO In- 
dustrial Union Council said its 
member unions will be asked to 
reopen wage contracts and de- 
mand higher pay to meet soaring 
living costs. 

“Prices will skyrocket,” asserted 
Oscar Ehrhardt, executive secre- 
tary of the council. We're bound 
to have inflation, and workers’ 
take-home pay will be cut appre- 
ciably. Persons with fixed in- 
comes will face increasing hard- 
ships. Veterans have received a 
slap in the face after the splendid 
job they did in winning the war. 
The CIO will nof only direct its 
unions to take wage action, but 
calls on the people to examine the 
records of Congressmen who have 
sold them down the river and pay 
them back in November.” 

AFL to Wait. 

John I. Rollings, executive sec- 
retary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union, said his group 
would wait to see how much liv- 
ing costs rise before making new 
wage demands. But Henry Friese, 
president of Local 545, AFL Amal- 
gamated Meat Cutters and Butch- 
er Workmen, reported his union 
had notified meat packers a week 
ago it wanted to reopen contracts 
and negotiate for higher wages as 
a result of higher prices on meats 
and other items. 

President Truman should call a 
labor-management conference im- 
mediately to work out a program 
for stabilizing the country’s eco- 
nomy, asserted Albert L. Fitzger- 
ald, president of the CIO United 
Electrical, Radio & Machine 
Workers, who was in St. Louis 
today to begin a week’s tour of 
union district 8. Part of such a 
program, 
wage increases to compensate 
workers for the “25 to 30 per cent 
rise in the cost of living” which 
he claimed has taken place since 
June 30. 

Disappointment with the new 
price control bill was expressed by 
Mrs. Marion Weir, chairman of 
the Fight Inflation Committee of 
Greater St. Louis, who asserted 
that price control will amount to 
little unless it is applied to prin- 
cipal food items on Aug. 20.

WHOLESALE PRICE 
OF FOOD UP 25 PCT. 
IN LAPSE OF OPA 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported yesterday that in the lapse 
of OPA wholesale food prices ad- 
vanced 25 per cent to a point a 
third higher than a year ago.

out that price control was only 
one means of combatting infla-

“Under the best of circum- 
stances,” he told Congress, “price 
control alone could not preserve 
economic stability. Because of 
the defects in the present legisla- 
tion and because of the months of 
delay in its enactment, it is all 
the more apparent that more ex- 
tensive use of the power to allo- 
cate scarce materials may be re- 
quired and that sterner fiscal and 
monetary measures than ‘would 
otherwise be called for may prove 
to be necessary. 

“In order to bring spendable in- 
come more closely in balance with 
the supply of goods, attention 
must be given to strong anti-in- 
flationary policies such as further 
reduction of federal expenditures.

BILL ON CONGRESS 
REORCANZATION 
SENT TO TRUMAN 


Measure Approved by 
Senate by Voice Vote 
After Being Forced 
Through House.

WASHINGTON, July 26 — The 
Monroney bill to re-organize and 
modernize Congress, rammed 
through the House in a seven- 
hour session yesterday, was passed 


by the Senate today and sent to 
the White House. The House had 
passed it, 229 to 61. 

The Senate concurred unani- 
mously by voice vote, on the House 
amendments, 

All day Congressman A. S. M. 
Monroney (Dem.), Oklahoma, and 
a colleague across the aisle, Ever- 
ett M. Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois, 
stood off a barrage of amendments 
offered by legislators who saw 
some of their prerogatives stripped 
away by the precedent-shattering 
measure, 

The bill came through with most 
of its features intact, including 
the provision to reduce the 48 
standing committees to 19 by com- 
bining their functions. The House 
voted. also to increase the pay of 
members from $10,000 a year to 
512,500 and included a $2500 tax- 
exempt expense account. The bill 
called for a flat $5000 increase in 
salary. 

Bill Was Compromise. 

The bill debated was a compro- 
mise worked out by Monroney, 
Dirksen, Speaker Sam Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, Majority Leader 
John W. McCormack (Dem.), Mas- 
sachusetts, and Minority Leader 
Joseph W. Martin Jr. (Rep.), Mas- 
sachusetts. Monroney said it re- 
alized 80 per cent of the goal 
sought by the LaFollette-Monroney 
joint committee which prepared 
the re-organization plan. 

Throughout most of the session 
Monroney had the moral support

FOUR NEGROES 
SHOT 10 DEATH 
BY GEORGIA MOB 


Band of 20 Attacks Man 
Accused of Stabbing— 
Wife and Two Com- 


panions Also Killed. 


MONROE, Ga., July 26 (AP)—A 
band of armed white men way- 
laid a white farmer and four Ne- 
groes on à secluded northeast 
Georgia road late yesterday and, 
while holding the white man at 
gun point, shot the Negroes to 
death, Sheriff E. S. Gordon said 
today. 

One of the Negroes, Roger Mal- 
colm, 27 years old, had just been 
released from jail under $600 bond 
on charges of stabbing his employ- 
er, Barney Hester, a farmer. The 
other Negroes were Malcolm’s 
wife and George Dorsey and his 
wife. 

At Washington Attorney General 
Tom Clark’s office announced he 
had ordered “complete investiga- 
tion” by the Civil Rights Section 
of the Department of Justice. 

The Negroes, riding in an auto- 
mobile with Loy Harrison, a farm- 
er, were en route from Monroe to 
Harrison’s farm in _ adjoining 
Oconee county when they were 
waylaid at a bridge over the Apa- 
lache river. 

Can’t Identify Men. 

Harrison, at a coroner’s inquest 
last night, testified that he could 
not identify any member of the 
band which waylaid him, The 
jury returned a verdict of death 
at the hands of unknown parties. 

The. killings occurred about 
eight miles east of Monroe, the 
county seat of Walton county, 
which is about 40 miles northeast 
of Atlanta. 

Here is the story as told by the 
sheriff after questioning Harrison: 

Dorsey and his wife worked on 
Harrison’s farm in Oconee county. 
Malcolm had worked for - Hester 
and Harrison, after Malcolm’s re- 
lease from jail, had gone to Mon- 
roe to get him and his wife and 
take them back to jobs on the 
Harrison farm. 

Harrison, driving the car with 
the Negroes in it, approached a 
wooden bridge over the 100-foot 
wide river which divides Oconee 
and Walton cvunties. A band of 
20 to 25 men, armed with shot- 
guns, pistols and rifles, stood in 
the road and ordered him to halt.

WASHINGTON, July 26 (AP)— 
Price and rent controls were back 
in effect today after a 25-day 
lapse, and OPA was trying to 
make up lost time. 

Stripped of many of its powers 
under the revival bill that Presi- 
dent Truman “reluctantly” signed 
late yeserday, OPA granted imme- 
diate increases over June 30 price 
ceilings on coal, shoes and many 
lesser items. | 

In the first use of pricing powers 
in 26 days, the agency also 
stripped controls frora a number 
of consumer items, including 
several types of clocks and house- 
hold television receiving sets. 

OPA also decontrolled an exten- 
sive list of industrial machinery 
and equipment with an annual 
sales volume totaling more than 
two billion dollars. Included were 
various electrical equipment items, 
machine tools, petroleum drilling 
and producing equipment, and 
mining machinery. 

Among other price increases, 
ceilings were increased 5.5 per 


cent on domestic oil burners. OPA 
said the r price would be 
paid by final purchasers. 

All of these actions were pend- 
ing when price and rent controls 
lapsed temporarily July 1. 

Increases Temporary. 

So far as today’s authorized in- 
creases are concerned, they are 
temporary and subject to revision 
under standards set up by the 
OPA revival bill. 

With 142 regulations scheduled 
— n today, OPA announced 

at: 

Coal price increases, ranging 
from 6 to 8 cents a ton at retail, 
were being granted to offset 
railway freight rate increases 
which became effective July 1. 
Ceilings are being increased on 
all solid fuels, including anthra- 
cite, soft coal, coke, semi- 
anthracite, lignite, packaged 
fuel and briquets. 

Retail ceilings on medium and 
high-priced shoes in style lines 
which were made during 1942 
were increased approximately 8 
per cent. Low-priced shoes in 
this category were increased 
about 15 per cent last month 
and no further change was made 
in this category today. 

30 Pct. of Output Affected. 

OPA said the footwear affected 
by today’s and last month’s order 
amounts to about 30 per cent of 
total production, and that the in- 
creases will raise the general level 
of shoe prices about 2.4 per cent. 

In addition to several types of 

clocks and household television 
receiving sets, OPA removed price 
ceilings from low-back chairs used 
mostly as piano chairs, rubber 
floor mets and runners, automo- 
bile seat-bed units and awnings, 
and machine-attached snap fasten- 
ers. Umbrella frames also were de- 
controlled. 

Types of clocks exempted from 
control include battery-operated 
clocks (except automobile clocks 
which remain under control), 
china clocks, grandfather hall 
clocks and onyx-cased clocks. 

Producers’ ceilings on grain 
machinery and equipment were 
boosted 8 per cent to compensate 
for increased production costs. 

Various Increases Allowed. 

Other authorizations include 
an increase of 14 per cent in man- 
ufacturers’ ceilings on thermostats 
for domestic gas and electric 
kitchen ranges. OPA said this 
price increase would not change 
the retail cost of stoves. 

Ceilings on rentals of so-called 
consumer durable goods whose 
sale price previously had been de- 
controlled were eliminated. Only 
power lawn mowers, musical in- 
struments and some sports equip-

The bill, which now goes to the 
Senate for final congressional ac- 
tion, provides for creation of a 
five-member civilian commission 
to control development of atomic 
energy. It gives the government, 
through the commission, a virtual 
monopoly on patents and inven- 
tions in the field of atomic energy.

Senate Approval Expected. 

The Senate must act on the 
legislation before it goes to the 
President, but Senate approval 
was considered a foregone con- 
clusion. The compromise contains 
most of the major provisions of 
the original McMahon bill passed 
by the Senate. 

The compromise was worked 
out by a Senate-House conference 
committee.

A-BOMB WOULD HAVE KILLED 
DECK CREWS FOR HALF MILE 


Blandy in Observation Says, However, Those 
Not Dying Immediately Might Have Been 
Able to Save Ships.

CHIAN, July 26 (AP)—The atomic 
bomb, which has twice proved con- 
clusively it is sure death to ships 
of all categories within a half- 
mile radius, probably would have

“It is probable that personnel 


on deck would have been goners, 
if not immediately, at least later 
on,” he said today in an assess- 
ment of the weapon.

He said 
that had there been men on the 
carrier Saratoga, those not killed 
immediately by the blast likely 
could have saved it from sinking 
since seven and a half hours went 
by before it went under.

usual. Birds appeared undisturbed. 
On the afternoon of the bomb ex- 
plosion, some observers reported 
seeing birds flocking over the tar- 
get and concluded they might be 
after dead fish, But no birds were 
seen over the target area 
forenoon,

by radioactive rays as are human 
beings.

Blandy said that, hau the ships 
been manned yesterday, in addi- 
tion to loss of life on the decks 
it is highly probable that many 
of those below decks would have 
been injured by “the physical 
shock of the blast.” He also ob- 
served: 


An unmanned drone plane 6000 
feet directly over the bomb burst 
was damaged even though this 
explosion had to travel through a 
cushion of water to reach the air. 

The bomb was about equal to 
others of the Nagasaki type 

Maj. Gen. William E. Kepner, 
commander of the Army’s part in 
the test, said the drone plane 
missed the blast 6000 feet below 
by only six seconds. This was 
good timing as the drone was al- 
lowed 10 seconds margain. The 
blast broke down the bomb bay 
doors. 

R. Adm. W. S. Parsons, deputy 


commander of technical direction, 
said that without a doubt the 
drone was injured by the air blast 
from the underwater bomb rather 
than by water shooting upward, 
The water column’s final height 
was 5000 feet under Parson's ex- 
pectations. 

“After the water column had 
risen to about 1000 feet, the blast 
from the bomb caught up with and 
overwhelmed the rising water and 
spread it out,” he explained.

the Missouri Valley was given the 


Missouri Basin Inter-agency Com- 


mittee here yesterday, This is a 
problem as urgent in the lower 
end of the basin as the upper end. 

Erschell Hurd, Montana state 
conservationist, introduced by the 
Federal Soil Conservation Service 
to the committee, which is co-or- 
dinating work under the Pick- 
Sloan plan for the Missouri told 
of the continuing destruction of 
Montana soil by erosion. Much of 
what good land there is in the big 
state is shifting from the fields 
to the gullies and finally to the 
rivers, he said. 

The Yellowstone river is sel- 
dom, if ever, free of silt drawn 
from the land, where it flows into 
the Missouri at the Montana- 
North Dakota border, but the Mis- 
souri itself, between this conflu- 
ence and Fort Peck dam in East- 
ern Montana no longer is the big 
muddy and now is. clear, he said. 

Silt in Dams Is Problem. 

However, he pointed out that 
the Army still faced the problem 
of silt accumulation behind that 
dam—as is the case with all the 
dams of the basin. An Army engi- 
neer told the correspondent that 
the eventual silt accumulation in 
the Fort Peck reservoir, below the 
level of the dam discharge, was 
calculated to approach 600,000 
acre-feet. While this would be only 
about 3 per cent of the designed 
storage capacity of the basin it 
would be enough silt to cover St. 
Louis to a depth of about 15 feet. 
In general, the Army has assumed 
that 100 years would be required 
to reach the full accumulation of 
silt allowed for in many of its 
dams. 

No data is available yet on the 
volume of silt piled up at Fort 
Peck since the reservoir began to 
fill in 1939. The reservoir now 
has filled up to 15,000,000 acre- 
feet, or just over three-quarters of 
the ultimate volume of 19,400,000 
acre-feet. 

Wind Is Big Erosion Factor. 

In this dry country, wind is the 
biggest factor in soil erosion. Hurd 
told the correspondent that other 
important factors included spring 
run-off of snow and occasional 
torrential rains in summer. 

Within the Missouri basin in 
Montana there are 82,500,000 acres 
of land, the committee was told 
by Hurd. Forty million acres of 
this is owned by federal, state and 
municipal agencies, including, of 
course, large national forest and 
other preserves. The remaining 
42,500,000 acres is used and con- 
trolled by only 34,000 persons, said 
Hurd, being divided as follows: 
Grazing, 31,000,000 acres; crops, 9,- 
500,000; woods, 1,000,000; roads, rail- 
roads, etc., 1,000,000. 

Only ½ of 1 per cent of all 
this land is good for crop raising 
now without benefit of soil con- 
servation practices, the specialist 
declared. He classified the situa- 
tion of the rest of the land thus: 
Eight per cent good for crops with 
some conservation helps; 13 per 
cent suitable for crops if given spe- 
cial conservation practices; 8% 
per cent good for occasional but 
not continuous crop production; 4 
per cent, useful for grazing only, 
but requiring good livestock man- 
agement; 49 per cent fit only for 
grazing but with various livestock 
and land conservation procedure;

13 per cent also good for grazing 
with even more intensive conser- 
vation work; 4 per cent fit only 
for wildlife, not even for domestic 
livestock. 

Contour Planting Needed. 

For further demonstration, Hurd 
broke down the land uses of a 
sample 5,700,000 - acre area in 
Northwestern Montana and listed 
at length the varied conservation 
practices needed. For crop land, 
these included contour planting, 
use of stubble as a mulch (the big- 
gest need), rotation of hay and 
pasture use and numerous other 
points in cropping and water con- 
trol. Still other practices were 
advocated for range, wood and 
other land, 

All these procedures have to be 
worked out by conservation agents 
dealing with individual farmers 
and suiting the remedies to the 
given piece of ground. While 
there are 30,000,000 acres in organ- 
ized soil conservation districts 
within the Missouri basin in Mon- 
tana, he said, only about 3,000,000 
acres in these districts have been 
treated to retain the productive‘ 
power of the land. 

It was pointed out by Gov. Sam 
C. Ford of Montana that lack of 
heavy earth moving equipment 
was contributing to retardation of 
soil conservation work here and 
in other states. A. E. McCly- 
monds, Agriculture Department 
representative on the committee, 
said that appropriations had been 
made for such equipment for some 
of the soil districts but that Con- 
gress also had provided for the 
War Assets Corporation to turn it 
over to war veterans and efforts 
were being made to iron out this 
conflict,

Plea by 60 Atom Scientists 
Reported Against Bombing Japs 


Editor Says Petition to Truman Before Hiro- 
shima Attack Asked That Power Be Dem- 
onstrated First on Barren Island. 


NEW YORK July 26 (UP)— 
Norman Cousins, editor of the 
Saturday Review of Literature, as- 
serted tonight that 60 leading 
atomic scientists vainly petitioned 
President Truman several weeks 
before the atomic. bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima not to use 
it on human beings without first 
demonstrating its power on a bar- 
ren island. 

In a radio broadcast, Cousins 
said that the 60 scientists were 
of the opinion their petition was 
held up by the Army and never 
reached Truman. 

“The Army marked it top secret 
and to this day refuses to allow 
the scientists to divulge its con- 
tents to the American people,” he 
charged. | 

Cousins asserted the scientists 


who perfected the atomic bomb: 


“are sick with shame for their 
country over the way in which 
the atomic bombs were dropped 
over Japan,” he said. They be- 
lieve “that there was absolutely 
no moral or political or military 
justification for dropping the 
bombs the way we did.” 

In their petition, the scientists 
asked that the bomb be dropped 
on a barren island under the aus- 
pices of the United Nations, Cous- 
ins said, After “this hideous new 
killer” was demonstrated, he con- 
tinued, the scientists believed an 
ultimatum could be issued to 
Japan and the responsibility 
would be on Japan to decide 


whether it would be used against 
Japanese cities. 

“Their recommendation was 
made in a report turned in to the 
War Department on June 11, 1945 
—two full months before Hiro- 
shima,” Cousins asserted. The 
report was made by a committee 
on social and political implica- 
tions, consisting of three physi- 
cists, three chemists and one 
biologist. 

“Their report was a declaration 
of conscience and responsibility by 
scientists—a declaration that their 
first duty was not as scientists 
but as citizens; that they did not 
propose to be unconcerned about 
the way in which their research 
was applied. ... They tried to 
convince our leaders that the use 
of this bomb against human be- 
ings might seriously endanger 
America’s future safety.” 

According to Cousins, the report 
said: “It would be very difficult 
to persuade the world that a na- 
tion that was capable of secretly 
preparing and suddenly releasing 
a new weapon, as indiscriminate 
as the rocket bomb and 1000 times 
more destructive, that that nation 
is to be trusted later in any pro- 
claimed desire of having such 
weapons abolished by international 
agreement.” . 

Cousins said the scientists’ re- 
port was “only one of a number of 
crucially important developments 
on the subject of atomic energy 
that Americans have not yet been 
told about.” ~~

If, despite such measures, infla- 2 


tion still threatens, consideration 
must then be given to the formu- 
lation of a more rigorous tax pol- 
icy. Such a program would, I 
realize, be unpalatable at a time 
when we are doing our utmost to 
increase production, but if it 18 
the only alternatiye to the rav- 
ages of inflation, we would have 
no choice.” 

The President saw several ad- 
vantages in the new law lacking 
in the vetoed bill, under which, 
he said, “inflation would have 
been inevitable.” 

“While the present measure by 
no means guarantees that infla- 
tion can be avoided,” he said, “it 
offers a sufficient prospect of suc- 
cess to warrant the making of a 
whole-hearted effort to keep our 
economy on an even keel until a 
flood of goods makes further con- 
trols unnecessary.” 

He seemed especially pleased 
over the compromises on the Taft 
amendment — which he mentioned 
six times—and the omission of 
the clause requiring inclusion of 
unapproved wage increases as 
costs in the price increase for- 
mula. 

“The invaluable work of the 
Wage Stabilization Board,” he ob- 
served, “can therefore be con- 
tinued.” 

The President’s immediate task 
is to find the third member of the 
Control Board created by the new 
law to determine whether price 
ceilings shall be imposed on food 
products, 


Two Chosen for Board. 


At his press conference yester- 
day—delayed 10 minutes so pic- 
tures could be taken of the OPA 
bill signing ceremony—he said he 
had selected two men for the con- 
trol group but had been unable to 
find the third. He declined to in- 
dicate the names or the type of 
men who had accepted appoint- 
ment. The only clue was his state- 
ment that all would be from out- 
side OPA to assure an unpacked 
jury. He hoped to announce the 
three names soon. 

He told reporters he was asking 
Congress for additional funds to 
operate the revived OPA. 

He requested Congress to pro- 
vide more than the $75,000,000 al- 
ready appropriated to run the 
OPA for the year. A member of 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee reported that Truman 
asked for $25,000,000 additional. 
The OPA budget as submitted to 
Congress originally called for 
$105,000,000. 

He said he had no intention of 
making a speech against Repre- 
sentative Roger C. Slaughter 
(Dem.), of the Fifth Missouri Dis- 
trict when he goes to Independence 
next month to vote in the Mis- 
souri primary. At last week’s press 
conference he came out publicly 
against Slaughter’s renomination 
and indorsed the candidacy of 
Enos A. Axtell, who has also re- 
ceived the indorsement of James 
Pendergast, Kansas City Demo- 
cratic boss. 

By saying that he had no inten- 
tion of speaking in Missouri on 
this trip, he left the way open 
for a speech or two before the 
November election. 

No Apnouncement on Tidelands. 

Asked whether he intended to 
veto the tidelands qyitclaim oil 
bill, he replied that he would make 
an announcement when the pro- 
posed legislation reached his desk. 
The House has not yet acted on 
the Senate version of this bill; it 
approved its own bill last year. 
The President is still expected to 
veto the federal waiver to these 
oll rich lands. 

To restore the OPA program as 
far and as quickly as the latest 
watered-down legislation will per- 
mit, the President for the time 
being named John Steelman to the 
economic stabilization directorship 
vacated by the resignation of Ches- 
ter Bowles. Steelman, originally 
appointed a presidential adviser 
on labor problems, already is. di- 
rector of the Office of War Mobil- 
ization and Reconversion. He was 
given this position when John W. 
Snyder of St. Louis was appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

By executive order the Presi- 
dent transferred yesterday the 
Office of Economic Stabilization 
to the OWMR. 

The President today is also 
looking for the third man on the 
Economic Council created by the 
so-called Full Employment law. 
As forecast in the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday, he selected John David- 
Won Clark, dean of Nebraska Uni- 
versity’s College C? Business Ad- 
ministration, and Leon H. Keyser- 
ling, former legislati e secretary 
to Senator Wagner of New York, 
for this three-man group. The 
Post-Dispatch was inforn.ed Tues- 
day that the third man and chair- 
man would be Winfield W. Riefler, 
professor of economics and polftics 
at the Institute of Advanced 
Studies at Princeton, but no an- 
nouncement of this was made yes- 
terday. 

Truman declined to indicate who 
would be selected chairman. He 
advised reporters to wait until he 
was ready to make the announce- 
ment, which, he said, would be 
pretty soon. 

Other Appointments Announced. 

Also, as forecast by the Post- 
Dispatch, he announced the ap- 
pointment of Dr. George W. Tay-

To succeed Rexford G. Tugwell 
as governor of Puerto Rico he 
named Jesus T. Pinero, as present 
Rerident Commissioner in Wash- 
ington for the island.

REORGANIZATION 
SENT TO TRUMAN 


Congressmen along this line was 
the worried query by Congress- 
man William C. Cole (Rep.), Mis- 
sourl.

The redoubtable appropriations 
chairman, Congressman Clarence 
Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, was 
vociferously refused permission to 
of one of the 19 committees, the 
Committee on un-American Acti- 
vities, or old Dies committee. The 
amendment would have eliminated 


it. . 
Monroney explained that while 
he was personally opposed to the 
continued existence of the commit- 
tee, those who drew up the legis- 
lation were interested only in 
functional reform and had made 
every effort to avoid dealing with 
anything of a partisan nature. The 
amendment was voted down. 

The amendment affecting mem- 
bers’ pay was offered by Congress- 
man Clarence J. Brown (Rep.), 
Ohio, who described it as “the 
honest way” to increase compen- 
sation. He argued that the $5000 
increase (and accompanying elim- 
ination of the present $2500 annual 
éxpense account) would not be 
much of an increase at all despite 
the fact that it could be made to 
appear so to the voters at home.

The pay increase was approved 
by voice vote. The provision for 
the salary rise was, of course, the 
club used by sponsors of the bill 
to obtain reforms which otherwise 
could not have been put over. 

Retirement System Approved. 

The House also voted to make 
members eligible to join the fed- 
eral retirement system by con- 
tributing 6 per cent of their salary 
and fulfilling other conditions. It 
voted down, however, a provision 
in the bill which would have 
formed a stenographic “pool” on 
which members could draw for 
clerical help. 

Before the Senate bill reached 
the House floor, leaders removed 
the provision for majority and 
minority policy committees and a

to strengthen liaison, and the pro- 
vision for an $8000-a-year admin- 
istrative assistant for each mem- 


ber. 

The important section to require 
the registration of lobbyists and 
their expenditures was retained in 
the bill as passed.

He begged 
of the queen, as the defendants 
today are begging of the tribunal: 
“Say I slew them not.” She an- 
swered: “Then say they were not 
slain. But dead they are.” 

Words to Judges. 

Addressing the magistrates of 
the court Jackson spoke these 
final words: “If you were to say 
of these men that they are not 
guilty, it would be as true to say 
there has been no war, there are 
no slain, and there has been no 
crime.” 


This was the nearest that the 
prosecutor came to asking for a 
conviction.

Determination of the title to 
$18,291 in inheritance tax fees col- 


lected by the probate court in 1945 
was sought in a suit filed by City 
Treasurer John J. Dwyer in Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday.

In a letter accompanying a 
check for the $18,221 sent to Dwyer 
last January, Judge Arnold stated 
he was tendering the payment 
“under protest” to have a judicial 
determination of the percentage of 
fees probate judges are legally en- 
titled to retain. He stated other

Webb is a wartime Marine avia- 
tor, lawyer, former business exec- 
utive, and one-time secretary to 
a Congressman who recently be- 
came a junior executive in the 
Treasury. In his new post, he 
will hold perhaps the top “man- 
agement” job in the Government, 
short of the presidency. 

The post pays only $10,000 a 
year, but all the Government’s de- 
partments and agencies will have 
to clear with Webb the multi-bil- 
lion-dollar requests for funds 
which they submit annually to the 
President and Congress. 

Webb is expected to work close- 
ly with his friends and fellow tar 


heels—Under Secretary of the 
Treasury (and former Governor 


ner; Comptroller General (and 
former North Carolina Represen- 
tative in Congress) Lindsay C. 
Warren; and Chairman Doughton 
of the House Ways and Means 


§ Committee. 


Gardner and Doughton have 
major voices in how the Govern- 
ment raises its money. Gardner 
formulates Treasury tax policy. 
Doughton’s committee passes on 
revenue legislation. 

Warren, as top federal account- 
ant, checks on the way the Gov- 
ernment spends its money. 

Webb’s appointment was a sur- 
prise in Washington and was as- 
cribed largely to influence of 
Gardner, to whom he has been 
executive assistant since Gardner 
went to the Treasury four months 
ago. He was in Gardner’s law firm 
here before that.

The behavior of prices and rents 
in the last four weeks has given 
the country a frightening fore- 
taste of what would happen to the 
cost of living without price and 
rent control. Even though many 

factors were operating to restrain 
prices during this period, prices 
nevertheless have risen steadily 
and ominously. The Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics index of 28 basic 
commodities in the primary mar- 
kets has shown an increase of 24.8 
per cent in the 26 days since June 
28, 1946, as against an increase of 
only 13.1 per cent in the three 
years and 42 days between the 
signing of the hold-the-line order 
on May 17, 1943, and June 28, 
1946. Of this increase, only about 
2 per cent can be attributed to 
the removal of subsidies. These, 
it must be remembered, are pre- 
wholesale figures. The impact of 
the increases has not yet been 
fully felt by consumers. Retail- 
ers have for the most part held to 
their OPA prices so long as their 
old inventories lasted. 

These increases have occurred 
in spite of the restraining in- 
fluences at work to keep prices 
down. I had requested that the 
price line be held while the Con- 
gress considered the enactment of 
a workable law. Business men 
hesitated to build up inventories 
at high prices and thus risk seri- 
ous loss if prices were rolled back 
to the June 30 levels. This risk 
was heightened by the prompt pas- 
sage in the House of Representa- 
tives of a resolution which would 
restore the June, 30 prices and 
rents. In addition, consumer re- 
sistance to increased prices devel- 
oped immediately. 

In view of the alarming rise in 
prices which took place under 
these conditions, it is not difficult 
“to predict what would happen if 
a free market were operating with- 
out restraint. 

These facts demonstrate that 
the continuance of effective price 
control is a vital necessity to our 
people. There are millions of 
. families for whom a sharp rise 
‘in living costs means immediate 
Suffering. There are others who 
can get along well enough for a 
while, but ultimately inflation ex- 
acts its toll from all. 

The present legislation makes 
this task of staving off inflation 
even more difficult than it has 

deen in the past. Clothing prices

hold at reasonable levels, and 
there are some other things that 
consumers will have to go with- 
out, or pay higher ceiling prices

The present bill, despite its in- 
adequacies, is an improvement 
in many respects over the bill 
which I vetoed. In my veto mes- 
gage, I emphasized the disastrous 
consequences which would flow 
from the Taft amendment and its 
companion the Wherry amend- 
ment. These provisions are fun- 


Aamentally changed in the present 
bill A comparison of the two 


bills demonstrates this fact. 

Improvement on Vetoed Bill. 

Although its professed objective 
was to increase production, the 
Taft amendment would have re- 
quired prices to be increased for 
already profitable industries even 
where no increase in production 
was possible. While the present 
bill will require some price in- 
creasing where there will be no 
substantial expansion in produc- 
tion, it reduces materially both 
the number and the size of these 
increases. 

It was mandatory under the 
Taft amendment to increase prices 
so that all industries could earn 
the profits they earned in the year 
1941 on every major item they 
make. This was a year of ab- 
normally high profits. The base 
for measuring profits under the 
present bill is the year 1940, in 
which profits were more nearly 
representative of normal peace- 
time operations. At the same time, 
the use of 1940 margins of profit 
offers every incentive for full pro- 
duction because 1940 was a highly 
profitable year. 

Another serious deficiency of

the Taft amendment is corrected 
by the present bill. It is obvious 
that costs go down as the vol- 
ume of production goes up. Yet 
that amendment would have com- 
pelled the price administrator to 
base prices on current costs even 
though it was perfectly clear that 
in many industries 1 
be increasing so rapidly e 
use of current costs would result 
in exorbitant prices. The present 
bill permits adjustments to be 
made for increases in volume that 


occur within three months. This 
change will cut down substantially 
the price increases on consumer 
goods Which were out of produc- 
tion during the war. 

Another major objection to the 
Taft amendment was the damage 
it would have done to compliance 
and enforcement. OPA has de- 
veloped uniform dollar-and-cent 
prices for many important prod- 
ucts. This is the most readily 
understood and easily enforced 
kind of pricing. Since prices un- 
der the Taft amendment were 
based on each individual manu- 
facturer’s own 1941 price, uniform 
prices could not have been main- 
tained in any case where prices 
in 1941 varied. The present bill 
cures this defect. The formula 
works from the average price for 
the industry in the base period, 
and this permits the continuance 
of enforceable dollar-and-cent 


prices. | 
Percentage Mark-ups. 

The Wherry amendment would 
have. restored to wholesalers and 
retailers the percentage mark-ups 
which prevailed on Jan, 1, 1946. 
In the months since that time 
OPA has not passed on to con- 
sumers all the increases granted 
to manufacturers. Instead, the 
distributors have been required to 
absorb some of the increases.

2. The Preparation and Waging of 
Wars of Aggression, 

From the moment the Nazis 
seized power, they set about fever- 
ish but stealthy efforts, in defi- 
ance of the Versailles treaty, to 
arm for war... 

These new weapons were put to 
use, commencing in September, 
1939, in a series of undeclared 
wars against nations with which 
Germany had arbitration and non- 
aggression treaties, and in viola- 
tion of repeated assurances...

We need not, . . for purposes 
of the conspiracy count, recite 
the revolting details of starving, 
beating, murdering, freezing and 
mass extermination admittedly 
used against the eastern soldiery. 
Also we may take as established 
or admitted that lawless conduct 
such as shooting British and 
American airmen, mistreatment of 
western prisoners of war, forcing 
French prisoners of war into Ger- 
man war work, and other delib- 
erate violations of The Hague 
and Geneva conventions, did oc- 
cur, and in obedience to highest 
levels of authority. 

4. Enslavement and plunder of 
populations in occupied countries. 

The defendant (Fritz) Sauckel, 
plenipotentiary general for the 
utilization of labor, is authority 
for the statement that “out of 5,- 
000,000 foreign workers who ar- 
rived in Germany, not even 200,000 
came voluntarily.“ 

Those who will enslave men 
cannot be expected to refrain from 
plundering them. Boastful reports 
show how thoroughly and scien- 
tifically the resources of occupied 
lands were sucked into the Ger- 
man war economy, inflicting short- 
age, hunger, and inflation upon 
the inhabitants. ...

5. Persecution and extermina- 
tion of Jews and Christians. 
The Nazi movement will be of 

evil memory in history because of 
its persecution of the Jews, the 
most far-flung and terrible racial 
persecution of all time. Although 
the Nazi party neither invented 
nor monopolized anti-Semitism, 
its leaders from the very be- 
ginning embraced it, incited it, 
and exploited it. They used it as 
“the psychological spark that 
ignites the mob.” After the seizure 
of power, it became an official 
state policy. . 

Of course, any such program 
must reckon with the opposition 
of the Christian Church. This 
was recognized from the very be- 
ginning. Defendant (Martin) Bor- 
mann wrote all gauleiters in 1941 
that “National Socialism and 
Christian concepts are irreconcil- 
able,” and that the people must 
be separated from the churches 
and the influence of the churches 
totally removed.

This is the testimony of R. Adm. 
Soichi Takagi, at one time chief 
of the research section of the 
Naval General Affairs Bureau, who 
asserts that he was the sparkplug 
of the group. His story was re- 
lated last Nov. 23 to interrogators 
of the United States Strategic 
Bombing Survey but until now has 
been withheld from publication. 


Takagi represents the Navy as 
holding a comparatively moderate 
and realistic attitude toward the 
war and the Army leaders gener- 
ally as falling in line behind the 
war-mongering fanatics whether 


or not they were convinced of 


eventual success. 


Takagi, a graduate of the Japa- 
nese Naval Academy who con- 
tinued his studies in France in the 
late 1920s, said that while attached 
to Naval General Headquarters in 
1943 he studied lessons that could 
be learned from the war up to 
that time and concluded “that it 
would be a good idea to end it as 
soon as possible.” 

“No Prospects for Victory.” 

Asked what led him to this con- 
clusion, he replied: “You are real- 
ly getting into a big question 
there, but in a word, it was be- 
cause there were no prospects for 
victory and no prospect for hold- 
ing out.” 


Takagi said he did not recom- 
mend that Japan should surren- 
der unconditionally, but should 
end the war on condition the na- 
tional polity would be preserved. 
His opinion was that the occupied 
territories of Manchuria, Formosa 
and. Korea should be surrendered. 


“I formed my conclusions on 
five general bases,” he continued. 
“These were political, military, 
economic and industrial, social 
and cultural, Of the general politi-

cal reasons, Japan was governed 
by poor politics; political plan-

planning rather than on the actual 
situation.

Narrow Basis of Authority. 

“Another weakness lay in the 
fact that the Government, premier 
and cabinet were not appointed 
by the will of the majority of 
the people, but their authorify 
came from a relatively small 
group, such as the elder states- 
men or the privy council.” 

During the period of the study, 
from September 1943 to February 
1944, Takagi said, production was 
dropping off and was bound to 
fall even further, partly because 
Japan’s industrial facilities still 
were in the “kindergarten stage.” 
Also, he expected supply lines to 
Singapore, the Dutch East Indies 
and the Philippines eventually 
would be cut off by the Ameri- 
cans. He expected also that new 
American long-range bombers 
would drive the fleet farther 
west and would attack vulnerable 
mainland industries. 

When Takagi had reached his 
conclusions in February, he re- 
lated, he presented them in pri- 
vate to Admirals Yonai and 
Inouye, and got the impression 
that Yonai agreed with him. He 
did not report to the Navy Min- 
ister, Adm. Shimada, “because we 
did not see eye to eye. I trusted 
the others.” 

When Tonal became Naval 
Minister he assigned Takagi to 
work on a plan for ending the 
war. Inouye also was brought 
in, and later Adm. Oikawa, chief 
of the Naval General Staff, and

The Prosecution Rests 


Those sincere people who had misgivings 
about the Nuernberg trials have a masterful 
answer in Justice Jackson’s summation for the 
prosecution. Some have said the defendants 
are on.trial for losing a war. Mr. Jackson 


- showed that they are guilty under the cen- 


turies-old criminal law. 

The trial’s “mad and melancholy record” is 
a parade of confessed acts violating every de- 
cency man has acquired in the long ascent from 


the jungle. The key questions are, first, 


whether the acts were a conspiracy to enslave 
the world by aggressive total war; second, 
whether such a war is a criminal act; third, 
whether, the defendants are individually ac- 
countable. 


From 1933 onward, the Nazi regime was a. 


continuous plot against the world; there is no 
need to repeat the familiar record. Is aggres- 
sive war criminal? Yes. Was it criminal be- 
tween 1933 and 1945? The defendants said no; 
some sentimental Westerners feel that these 
men are on trial for acts which were not crimes 
when they were committed. However worthy 
the purpose, ex post facto law is evil, for it al- 
lows a state to make criminals of its opponents 
—Hitler's own game. 

Before the trials opened, however, Justice 
Jackson showed that Germany had pledged it- 
self repeatedly not to wage aggressive war— 
that Germany had long ago accepted the legal 
basis for the trials. Germany had also accepted 
the Geneva Convention, which it proceeded to 
violate wholesale against Allied prisoners. 

Proof of conspiracy is proof of premedita- 
tion, and premeditated murder is punishable in 
the first degree, usually by death. But death 
for whom? Defense lawyers argued the typical 
Teutonic doctrine that the accused men were 
only obeying orders. Mr. Jackson completely 
disposed of that contention: 

Hitler’s acts are their acts. It was these 
men .. . who built up Adolf Hitler and 
vested in his psychopathic personality .. . 
the supreme issue of war or peace. 
They put a loaded gun in his eager hands. 
It was left to Hitler to pull the er, and 
when he did they all at that time approved. 
These men were accessories before and ac- 

complices in the crime—equally guilty, under 
the long tradition of law, with the arch-crimi- 


nal. Whatever else may come of the Nuern- 


berg trials, the cynical and cowardly escape to 
personal irresponsibility, the inhuman doctrine 
that a crime is no crime if performed under 
orders, is in discredit for all time. 

As the prosecution rests its case, the victors 
may take pride in the way this unprecedented 
legal drama was conducted. In spite of strin- 
gent temptation, it was fully fair: The future 
will never have to ask, with misgiving, what 
could the Nazis have said in their favor. 
They have been given the kind of trial which 
they, in the days of their pomp and power, 
never gave to any man.” 

If there is a cause for self-reproach, it is 
that the defendants are too few. We may live 
to wish that the number were greater. It is 
regrettable, in particular, that the industrialists 
who plotted with the Nazi gangsters to enslave 
the world are so far omitted. Omitting them 
is an offense to the dead and a menace to the 


‘unborn. 


Except for such omissions, however, one pur- 
pose of the law, the indictment and trial, has 
been admirably served at Nuernberg. To that 
end, Russians, English, French and Americans 
are still as one. Next come judgment and exe- 
cution. But what of that other purpose of the 
law, which is to avoid future crime and to es- 
cape spending still more blood and treasure to 
apprehend future criminals? | 

The victors perform less well in this part 
of their common task. The people are sick at 
heart to see how well they work together to 
expunge past evil and how at the same time 
they strive against one another to sow future 
evil. It is happening in Germany today, where 
the victors Woo tomorrow's Nazis for allies 
against one another. 

This renewed madness is not Justice Jackson’s 
worry as prosecutor. It is the worry of us all, 
the issue of peace or death. Yet Mr. Jackson 
found occasion in summing up the past to draw 
the grim lesson for the future: 


It is common to think of our time as 
standing at the apex of civilization, from 
which the deficiencies of preceding ages 

be viewed in the 1 — 
* e 
reality is that in the long perspective of 
history, the present century will not hold 
an admirable position, unless its second half 
is to redeem its first. . If we cannot 
eliminate the causes and prevent the repeti- 
tion of these barbaric events, it is not an 
pains prophecy to. say that this 
twentieth century may yet succeed in bring- 
ing the doom of civilization.

Housing Conference and others, President Tru- 
man has asked the House Banking and Cure 
rency Committee to override obstructionists 
among its members and report the Wagner-El- 
lender-Taft housing bill to the floor for a vote. 


Only presidential pressure can have any 


chance of counteracting what Federal Housing 
Expediter Wilson Wyatt has referred to as the 
shameful campaign of the powerful real estate 
lobby.” Mr. Wyatt charged that a large sum 
of money is being raised by real estate inter- 
ests to defeat the bill, and that $12,000 was 
raised in one medium-sized city alone. 

The bill is being held in the Banking and 
Currency Committee by a few members who 
have invoked the almost never used point of 
order against holding hearings while Congress 
is in session, On this technicality they may kill 
a desperately needed piece of legislation which 
was approved by the corresponding committee 
of the Senate last April without a dissenting 
vote. 

The Public Housing Conference expresses con- 
fidence that the bill, if reported out, would 
pass the House as easily as it passed the Senate, 
where it sailed through with a majority of 2 to 1. 
The sinister nature of the real estate lobby is 
revealed in the fact that it sponsors the invo- 
cation of a technicality that bars a democratic 
decision of the issue. : 

If President Truman cannot prevail on the 
House committee to report the bill, the House 
should force the measure out by petition. We 
have had too much already of obstructionism 
by overbearing committees or committeemen.

Import of Bikini 

Precisely and technically, what the two atomic 
bomb bursts at Bikini have added to the sum 
of our knowledge only the experts can say. 
Some experts predicted before the tests that 
they would add nothing; others that they would 
disclose invaluable facts; so it may be expected 
that there will be a little difference of opin- 
ion among the experts in evaluating the evi- 
dence, 

Roughly and non-technically, any layman can 
evaluate for himself the importance of the 
Bikini tests. He can imagine what his opinion 
of the matter would be if the Army and Navy 
had taken the contrary view and decided not to 
conduct the tests at all. 

This country would then know nothing—ex- 
cept theory, which might be wrong—about the 
effect of atomic bombing on a fighting fleet. 
Yet the atomic bomb is the greatest new cen- 
tral fact around which new ideas in the design 
and operation of naval forces will have to be 
built. Our naval construction and strategy 
would be based on guesswork on a colossal 


8cale. 


We have not been so foolish, Perhaps the 
Bikini tests are of limited value. Perhaps they 
have been stacked by the Navy in its favor— 
there are indications that they have. But we 
know some things we did not know before the 
tests, and it is the kind of knowledge which— 
if despite all our efforts war should come again 
—will be necessary for our national survival. 
And survival is important enough for any facts 
that bear on it to be all-important.

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Reform in the House 


The La Follette-Monroney congressional re- 
form bill, as it passed the House yesterday, car- 
ries the reorganization of Congress about as far 
forward as politically possible in a first attempt. 

Only one major deletion—the provision for 
a director of Congress personnel—was made by 
the Senate when it passed the bill with the sur- 
prisingly large margin of 49 to 16 on June 10. 

The provisions for majority and minority 
policy committees and for a joint legislative- 
executive council Were knocked out of the bill 
preparatory to its introduction on the House 
floor, in order to make it acceptable to leaders 
of both parties So was the provision for an 
$8000-a-year executive assistant for every mem- 
ber. These deletions, however, do not affect 
the main purpose of the bill, which is to make 
the cumbersome, creaking machinery of Con- 
gress more workable. 

The heart of the bill is the reduction in the 
number of committees. The Senate voted to 
reduce its 33 committees to 15. The compro- 
mise bill submitted to the House reduces the 
48 House committees to 19. To whittle the un- 
wieldy congeries of 81 congressional committees 
down to 34 is a worthwhile accomplishment. 

The reorganization makes Congress better able 
to go about the further business of completing 
its own modernization.

Noted French writer ponders ancient question of whether world is 
really progressing, and has his doubts; visitor from antiquity might 
of consider Machine Age a nightmare; main impression would be 
“humanity tumbled, existence reduced to poverty of henhouse. 


Jules Romains, Novelist and Playwright, in France Amerique, 
Translated by the Milwaukee Journal 


If a philosopher of times gone by should 
return to earth, what impression would the 
world of today make on him? Would his 
appreciation of new things more than bal- 
ance his regret for what has disappeared? 


One of the impressions of this man from 
the tomb would prick the vanity of the citi- 
zen of today, for most of us are supreme- 
ly confident that “our world” is very rich 
indeed. We have the figures to prove it, 
too. We know the per capita wealth and 
we are even a little embarrassed to cite 
our percentages. 


It is easy enough to bring in your old- 
timer and make him say, “How clean you 
have made the world.” But I am sure that 
our world would be repugnant to most of 
the people of the past, It would not fit in 
with what they had hoped for. 


Our friends would be struck by the in- 
crease of great cities, their size and the 
density of population. They would look 
with respect at the great public works. But 
a man of many centuries ago walking 
around in a great automobile plant or one 
devoted to generating electric energy would 
be mystified and confused at the installa- 
tions and the towering pieces of machin- 
ery. 


“Power” Replaces “Riches” 


He might say vehemently, “The human 
beings who lived after our day evidently 
went crazy and sold themselves to the 
devil and allowed the creation of these 
horrid nightmares.” Now our man might 
conclude that “power” had replaced 
“riches.” He might even consider them 
equivalents. 

It is more than probable that our -visi- 
tor would be struck by the retreat of want. 
He would conclude that beggars and their 
hovels had almost disappeared. The visi- 
tor would undoubtedly recognize that the 
civilization he is examining distributes 
wealth instead of letting it accumulate in 
a few hands. 


On this very point the visitor might ask 
us a few embarrassing questions. 


“How do you explain,” he might demand, 
“that in France and other countries in the 
past, there were hundreds of little cities, 
filled with spacious homes, well built, with 
the materials, the architecture and the or- 
namentation all superior and more cost- 
ly than the houses today in our finest 
suburbs and little cities? 


“How do you explain that villages, even 


in traditionally poor sections of France, 


contain hundreds of homes built two and 
three centuries ago which people of today 
clamor to buy, fix up and live in? One re- 
cent writer said, ‘To keep up a chateau, 
you have to be the state itself, and to own 
a peasant home of long ago you have to 
have made a fortune.’ 


The Loss of Craftsmanship 


“Tt is the same way about furniture. How 
do you explain that our finest private 
homes are furnished with what is left of 
the carved chests, commodes, chairs and 
objects of art produced in the eighteenth 
century alone in France?” 


We have to recognize that wealth fs a 
matter of quality as well as of quantity. 
While everyday objects are today produced 
with a liberality which places them, in nor- 
mal times, at the service of a great num- 


ber, they have in general lost the precious- 
ness of material and the charm of work- 
manship which long ago gave the charac- 
ter of a work of art to the most homely 
object. 


If, instead of clinging to a single coun- 
try, our visitors elect to travel, they would 
come to conclusions even more grave and 
their enthusiasm about our times would 
cool rapidly. 


Let us suppose that this visit is before 
the war of 1933-45 and let us imagine a 
Greco-Roman of the second century with 
the leisure to tour the Mediterranean. The 
means of transportation would draw his 
praises. But in the 12 or 15 countries he 
would visit, he would see little but mis- 
erable remains of the past and vestiges of 
brilliant civilizations that have vanished. 


Marvels That Are Gone 


He would recall the marvel that was 
North Africa in his own times—a wide 
belt of forests extending quite a distance 
inland, sending out delightful odors and 
scattering pleasant shade from the Atlan- 
tic to the Gulf of Gabes. He would re- 
member a chain of elegant cities and 
he would mourn the passing of the won- 
der that was Egypt. He would recall that 
modest countries like the Lebanon and 
Palestine were once smiling, fertile lands. 


“Do you realize that what you admire 
the most in your world of today and the 
things you consider your principal treas- 
ures are mere pieces of debris from my 
time?” he might ask. 


His main impression would be of ruin, 
of humanity tumbled down and of exist- 
ence reduced to the poverty of a henhouse. 
The most favorable sectors of this zone 
would not be enough to correct such an 
impression. Italy in 1939 with all that it 
had saved from the past would not have 
struck a contemporary of Marcus Aurelius 
with its luxury, 


How Poverty Can Incubate 


Imagine the emotions of a traveler from 
the tomb who coming from occidental Asia 
in the time of the Abbassides should set 
out to find the cities that he called Bagdad, 
Ispahan and Bassorah. Imagine a Chinese 
and a Hindu, both from brilliant epochs, 
inspecting China today and contemporary 
India, 0 


Imagine a seventeenth century Spanish 
colonial administrator returning to earth 
to look over new Spain. Do you believe 
that he would be struck by the increase in 
wealth, the luxury of living, the beauty of 
recent buildings or the prosperity of the 
common people? 


The most serious thought in this con- 
nection is that similar causes and the re- 
sults can be reproduced in other regions, 
The sickness of impoverishment is quite 
capable of incubating.

In a certain respect, these interesting 
pages cover three stages of marine trans 
portation. An old-time bosun on a newe 
fangled steamer, watching a full-rigged © 
sailing ship pass, exclaims: Tm sorry £ 
ever left the sea and came into steamers!” 
And the author, noting such modern im- 
provements as wireless and healthier shipe 
board diet, complains that “Going to ses 
is no good if you cannot get away from 
the land.” 

This, then, is ancient history, in McFee’s 
words, dealing with seafaring at the cen 
tury's start, in now outmoded ships which, 
like wines, had their vintage years.

The Great Physicians 


A HISTORY OF MEDICINE, 

(J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia.) — 

The title of this book is misleading. Tt 
is a history of medical practice and of the 
names and achievements of as many doc- 
tors as could be crammed into 410 small 
pages. But it is hardly a history of medi- 
cine. Notably absent is any account of 
medical schools, of nursing or of the rela- 
tionship between doctors and the public or 
the state, Guthrie, an Edinburgh physt- 
cian, apparently wrote primarily for Brit- 
ish doctors and medical students, and the 
work of British medical men, particularly 
in the nineteenth century, is stressed, The 
book ends at the First World War. 


The volume’s chief drawback is that 
Guthrie has included the names of so many | 
doctors that frequently the book resembles | 
the biographical section of a dictionary. 
Only a very few men are allotted more 
than two pages, and the men who 
tionally are of somewhat less importance 
have only a sentence or two devoted to 
them. Space for the important medical 
work of the nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
turies is further reduced by the inordi- 
nately long chapters (totaling about two- 
thirds of the book) devoted to men whe 


‘lived before the nineteenth century, 


Despite the jacket's claim that the book 
is “a pleasure to read,” Guthrie's style is 
something less than spirited. To be com- 
mended are the 72 interesting and wen 
chosen illustrations.

The determination of the oil 
lobby to jam the tidelands bill 
through to passage, in spite of all 
obstacles and all embarrassments, 
is a measure of the richness of the 
prize. It is the last great reserve 
of oil within the continental 
United States, and therefore care- 
ful supervision of its use under 
th: Federal Government is vital 
to the security of this nation, 


Pauley or People. 


Some of the President's more 
Lostile critics on Capitol Hill have 
intimated that he would sign the 
bill out of loyalty to Edwin W. 
Pauley. Quite apart from all other 
eonsiderations, this would be a 
political blunder of the first order. 


A giance at the vote in the Sen- 
ate indicates that Pauley tas, in 
a sense, merely a convenient whip- 
Ping boy. He wanted the tide- 
lands oil under control of the 
states, and he set out to achieve 
that objective by any and every 
means. Suddenly, the searchlight 
of publicity fell squarely on him 
and his methods. But what he 
was doing, a dozen or a hundred 
others. were also doing. The suc- 
cess of this all-pervasive lobby is 
measured in the Senate vote of 
— 34 in favor of passage of the 


Veto Would Stand. 


One of the 25 Republicans vot- 
ing for transfer of the tidelands 
oil was Senator Knowland of Cali- 
fornia. In California, one of the 
chief proponents of the tidelands 
bill was Attorney General Robert 
Kenny, who was roundly defeated 
for the governorship a short time 
ago, not only in the Republican 
primary but in his own Demo- 
cratic primary as well. Many fac- 
tors entered into that defeat, but 
it’s just possible the voters didn’t 
like Kenny's incessant lobbying 
for the oi] companies that wanted 
to get the tidelands reserves under 
the domain of the states. 

Of the 19 Democrats voting for 
the oil companies, one was Sen- 
ator Pepper of Florida. When 


lengthy Senate hearings, Pepper 
was one of those who piously 
called on Pauley to withdraw his 
name. Another Democrat who 
voted for the transfer was Sen- 
ator Walsh of Massachusetts who, 
as chairman of the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee, heard Secre- 
tary of the Navy Forrestal express 
his concern over dwindling oil re- 
serves. 

In view of the House vote of 
108 to 11 for transfer of the tide- 
lands oil, the President will prob- 
ably have to rely on the Senate 
to sustain his veto. With the help 
of votes from such Republicans 
as Senators Tobey, La Follette, 
Hart and Morse, the President will 
be able to repulse the oil lobby's 
maneuver. | 

It almost seems sometimes as 
though, in their blindness, certain 
powerful forces were determined 
to pull America down. The same 
kind of lobby was responsible for 
the “buy American” clause in the 
measure just signed by the Presi- 
dent providing for creation of 
strategic stockpiles, 


Stockpile Folly. 


Our great natural wealth was 
dwindling rapidly long before 
World War II. The war that 
ended a year ago cut it to the 
very bone. Our supplies of min- 
erals, oil and timber are at a 
level which means the most care- 
ful national planning if we are 
to be secure within our conti- 
nental borders. The creation of 
strategic stockpiles is an essen- 
tial part of that planning. Yet 
Congress tacks on an amendment 
that all but destroys the value of 
stockpiling. The amendment pro- 
vides that only items produced 
or manufactured from materials 
originating in this country can 
be bought for “public use.” 

Stockpiles above ground should 
be put together from copper, man- 
ganese and so on brought in from 
outside the country. This would 
tend to conserve our dwindling 
resources still beneath the ground. 
If they are still in the earth, 
they cannot be dissipated or de- 
stroyed. 

As President Truman pointed 
out in protesting the “buy Ameri- 
can” clause, the act allows excep- 
tions where domestic purchases 
are found “inconsistent with the 
public interest” or “unreasonable” 
in cost. Every advantage should 
be taken of this loophole. We 
need to build up our | security

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The Draft Treaties 


HE unilateral disarmament of certain nations, while others, 

perhaps at their very frontiers, are armed to the teeth always 

with possibilities of aggression, never has brought peace. Weak- 
mess and insecurity are invitations to attacks from without and to 
the growth of revolutionary nationalism within. 


Injustice always fosters revenge. 
The essence of justica ia equality 
—that those who make a law are 
willing to live under it them- 
selves. A peace that makes one 
law for the victor and another 
for the vanquished violates every 
concept of law. 

These things are, or ought to 
be, self-evident. God knows we 
have had first-hand opportunity 
to observe their validity within 
the present generation. The 
treaties concluded in 1919 were 
the breeding ground for the na- 
tionalist revolutionary movements 
Which brought on the following 
war. 


Another Versailles? 


Within a few years after Ver- 
gwailles the very nations that were 
responsible for the treaties were 
unwilling to continue to enforce 
them. Their peoples recognized 
them as stupid and unjust, so 
they were whittled away without 
protest, and with them went the 
only “peace order” which existed. 


Few, for instance, felt that post- 
Versailles Poland or Austria were 
viable structures, or that the 
reparations debt was collectible, 
or that to collect it would be ad- 
vantageous to the creditors. Thus 
“the native hue of resolution was 
sicklied o’er by the pale cast of 
thought.” 

If John O' Reilly's report from 
Paris is correct, it appears to be 
a leak. The treaty drafts pre- 
pared by the Foreign Ministers’ 
council, after a war which has 
propagandized — hypocrites! — a 
“peoples’ peace” show not the 
slightest indication that the fram- 
ers have learned anything from 
the experience of two ghastly 
wars. They represent no intel- 
lectual or spiritual progress. They 
show no understanding for the 
light or problems of Europe 
‘ where what is needed is closer 
co-operation. 

Instead, they sow seeds of per- 
manent dissension between the 
European states; create new ir- 
redenta; open the way for every 
sort of adventurism of the right 
or the left; will create a psycho- 
pathic feeling of insecurity in the 
countries affected; and eventually 
will kill all orderly, free democ- 


racy. 


Everybody’s Guilty. 


And these monsters are not the 
children of the Soviet Union, The 
Soviet Union alone will profit 
from them, but she did not devise 
them. During the war, Kingsbury 
Smith, in the American Mercury, 
revealed “our Government’s plan 
* a defeated Italy.“ And this 1s 


These proposed treaties are 
launched with sickening hypoc- 
risy. Italy, in the interest of 
peace—whose peace ?—is to be dis- 
armed to the point of destroying 
her frontier fortifications. At the 
very same moment, the United 
States Navy orders a second 
cruiser to the Trieste area. If 
Italy is rendered helpless against 


Yugoslavia, for instance, or a rapa- 
cious France, who is to defend 
her? United States Marines? 
The Red Army—against Tito? 
The United Nations, in which 
every issue is judged, not accord- 
ing to impartial standards of law 
or justice, but according to the 
interests of the great powers, each 
able to negative the decisions of 
all others? 


No One Disarms. | 


. Disarmament! By all means let 
us beat swords into plowshares 
and atomic industry into indus- 
trial power, and create a world 
law against war, taking away 
from every state the sovereign 
right to resort to war as an in- 
strument of national policy—that, 
by the way, is also in a treaty 
signed by all countries. But is 
Russia disarming? Is the United 
States disarming? What of the 
new congressional amendments to 
the atomic control bill? Is Tito 
a pacifist? 

The Italian treaty specifically 
demands that the ships to be 
handed over shall be “fully 
equipped, in operational condition, 
including full armament stores.” 
So it is not disarmament, but a 
transfer of armaments, and not to 
the United Nations, or to defense- 
less Allied countries, but to the 
four great powers. 

All Italy’s colonies are to be 
taken away. Because the Allies 
believe colonies or “satellites” are 
unjust? 

But anyhow, the Italian people 
are to guaranteed human 
rights—freedom of expression, 
press, publication, religious wor- 
ship, political opinion—for all 
Italians. They will, of course, 
have no free opinion regarding 
their entire future. But apart 
from that they will have liberty. 
The Italian Government must 
promise it. 


Pacts Writ in Sand. 


And suppose the promise is 
broken. Who will enforce Italian 
civil liberties? The Soviet Union? 

The same newspapers which re- 
port these treaties also report 
that the Polish Labor party, hav- 
ing been refused permission to 
call a party congress unless its 
leaders agreed in advance to pre- 
sent a fusion ticket at the com- 
ing elections, was broken. Only 
the old peasant party opposes, 
helpless under the NKVD and 
persistent bans on its activities, 

Will Beirut’s Poland enforce 
Italian civil liberties—or Mr. 
Byrnes’s home state see that no 
Italians are barred from full ex- 
ercise of civil rights because of 
race? Or will Czechoslovakia 
rally to an Italian anti-racist ban- 
ner while depriving every Ger- 
man-speaking Czech of all rights? 

Well, anyway, Italy agrees to 
collaborate for the liquidation of 
the “permanent” court of interna- 
tional justice. That court, set up 
in a world where international 
justice was non-existent, was just 
as “permanent” as these peace 


treaties will be.

No Provision for Second Wife, 
but She Will Get Wid- 
ow’s Share. 


The will of E. Lansing Ray Jr., 
assistant publisher and secretary 
of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
who died June 7, was filed in St. 
Louis County Probate Court at 
Clayton yesterday. The estate is 
left in trust for his children. 

Although the will makes no pro- 
vision for his second wife, Mrs. 
Catherine Wright Ray, 22 West- 
moreland place, she will be en- 
titled to a widow's share of the 
estate, Arthur B. Shepley Jr., ex- 
ecutor of the estate, said. No es- 
timate of the value of the estate 
could be obtained. 

Shepley said the widow's share 
would be equal to a child’s share, 
which in this case would be one- 
third, of the personal property. 
She also would receive a one-third 
interest in the real estate for life. 
The will, as originally drawn, 
would have left the entire estate 
in trust for Mr. Ray’s first wife, 
Mrs. Miriam Coste Francis Ray, 
or, in the event: she died before 
him, to the children, However, a 
codicil to the will, drawn after he 
obtained a divorce from her in 
June 1945, removed her as a bene- 
ficiary. 

He had named his first wife as 
executrix of the estate in both the 
will and the codicil, but she has 
declined to serve. Shepley had 
been named as co-executor. At 


present she is living in Jamestown, 

R. L, with their two sons, Talton 

Francis Ray and E. Lansing Ray 
I 


The will provides that the trust 
set up for the sons remain in ef- 
fect until they reach 30 years of 
age. The trustees are directed to 
pay for their education and main- 
tenance until they are 25. For the 
following five years they are to 
receive the net income of the es- 
tate in equal shares and when 
they are 30 years old they are to 
receive the balance of the estate 
in equal shares. 

The will directs that none of the 
voting shares of stock in the 
Globe-Democrat Publishing Co., 
which were owned by Mr. Ray, 
may be sold without the written 
consent of his father, E. Lansing 
Ray Sr., president of the company. 
“This provision is made because 
I have the earnest hope that my 
sons will be able to continue the 
business of the publishing com- 
pany after my death,” the will 
stated. :

BRITISH WHEAT DEAL 
INKS U.S. OFFICIALS 


Agreement With Canada for 
600,000,000 Bushels—Guar- 
anteed Floor Under Prices. 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (AP)— 
‘1 erican officials viewed with a 
good deal of dislike and suspicion 
today a newly announced British 
deal for 600,000,000 bushels of Ca- 
nadian wheat in the next four 
years with a guaranteed floor un- 
der prices. 

On Capitol Hill Senator Wherry, 
(Rep.), Nebraska, spoke for a 
lawmaker group of undetermined 
size which saw the agreement, in 
final analysis, as a purchase of 
Canadian grain with American 
dollars from the recently granted 
$3,750,000,000 loan. 

Wheat state Senators for the 
most part expected little effect on 
the American market, éven though 
the agreed prices are well below 
those current in this country, and 
still further below the free market 
price in Argentina. 

The objections and suspicions, 
voiced to a reporter by officials 
who would not speak for quota- 
tion by name, centered around the 
idea that the deal raises doubts 
that the British actually intend to 
support American plans for ex- 
panded world-wide trade unfet- 
tered by special arrangements 
among pairs or groups of nations. 

Under the terms announced in 
London by Minister of Food John 
Strachey, the British will pay 
$1.55 a bushel—about 30 per cent 
under current prices here—for the 
first two years of the agreement 
beginning Aug. 1. A minimum of 
$1.25 is guaranteed for the third 
year and $1.00 for the fourth year, 
the actual prices to be negotiated 
later. American prices are around 
$2.00 in Chicago and $2.30 in Min- 
neapolis.

But the 
tag-en the-season ones are just 
the right thing for making rich 
colorful juice to use later on in 
making jellies, jams, frozen des- 
serts, gelatin desserts and unusual 
punches. Too often the mistake 
is made of adding too much water 
to the berries and heating them 
too much, Unless the season is 
very dry, the water that clings to 
the trate after washing is almost 
sufficient, and never should one 
use more than K cup per quart of 
berries, Use an 9 enamel, 
or glass pan. erg ge oes and 
place over tow heat, If the berries 
are almost covered with juice, add 
no water; if they lack juice, add 
water, "Heat ve slowly. Such 
berries should R boil After 
heating, covered for fifteen or 
twenty minutes, the fruit should 
be practically swimming in juice. 
Now turn the fruit into an impro- 
vised made by tying two or 
three folds of cheese cloth to- 
gether to form a pointed bag. Tie 
and suspend the bag to allow 
juice to drip directly into bowl. Do 
not squeeze for clear juice in- 
tended for jelly.
